The Plant is alto 
in Virginia, but leſs beautiful ; and the Flowers ſmaller,

The Stalk is woody, firm, 
and of a dull pale brown; the Leaves are of an unpleaſing green, faint, and ſomewhat 
blueiſh ; the Flowers are ſmall in compariſon of thoſe in the former Species, but they 
are very numerous, and of a moſt delicate blue.

Tuis is a Perennial, native of Jamaica; an upright, ſturdy Plant, of two foot and a 
half high, that flowers in Auguſt. The Stalks are brown, rib'd, hard, and brittle ; the 
Leaves are like our Bay-leaves, of a variable green, but gloſſy; the Flowers are very 


large, and of extreme beauty; they are of a celeſtial blue, with a ſnow-white ſtyl in the 
centre, very ſingular, and pretty.

The Stalk is tender, except juſt at the 
baſe, and of a pale greyiſh green ; the Leaves are of a freſh bright green ; the Flowers 
are of a bright, and lively blue.

weak ſpines, or very firm hairs, making a kind of Eyelaſh to them;

Tunis is a Biennial, native of the Eaſt Indies; a ſingular and pretty Plant, that loves 
the damp ſides of woods, and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is pale, ſoft to the touch, 
and grows to a foot and half in heighth ; the Leaves are of a freſh and fine, tho' not 
ſtrong green; the Flowers are of a poor pale blue. 


8. TWIN-FLOWER'D WINKLEWEED.

The Leaves are ſmall, and oval ; the Flowers grow in pairs ; two from each 
wing of a Leaf.

THis is a Perennial, native of Carolina; an upright and ſpruce looking Plant, of 
a foot, or more, in heighth ; flowering in Auguſt. The Stalk is tender, juicy, and of a 
dull green; the Leaves are of a ſtrong, but coarſe green; the Flowers are numerous; 
they are not large, and their colour is but a middling blue, yet they form a very pleaſing 
kind of Spikes tor a great length up the Stalk. 
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9. CURLY WINKLEWEED.

Character of the Species, Ruellia Criſpa, 
The Leaves are oval, lanc'd, and lightly nurl'd ; the Flowers rife from their

THis is an Annual, native of China, and the Eaſt Indies; a very ſingular Plant, 
tho' of no diſtinguiſhed beauty: it grows to about ſix inches high, and flowers twice in 
the year ; in Spring and Autumn. The Stalks are of a pale green upwards, but of a 
ruddy brown, where they have grown in naked ſands, below; the Leaves are of a light 
green ; the Flowers are ſmall, and yellow ; but they grow oddly, in a kind of compreſs'd 
oblong tufts. 


Tuts Plant differs not only vaſtly from the reſt of its Genus; but at its two periods, 
even from itſelf : we have a kind of Erigeron on Blackheath, that crawls upon the ground 
in Spring, and flowers and fades away; and from the ſame Root flowers again, an up- 
right, ſturdy Plant, in Auguſt : fo this crawls on the ſides of the Ganges, and ſcarce 
raiſes up its Stalk in Spring ; but in Autumn flowers again upright, and in greater luſtre.

Few Plants vary ſo much from themſelves as this, under the different circumſtances 
of ſhade, or ſun, of moiſture, or of dryneſs; it will grow and thrive in theſe various 
ſituations, but owns the effect of them in its aſpe& and appearance. The Flowers in 
open ſun, are of a bloody crimſon ; in perfect ſhade, they are white; in intermediate 
ſituations, which are the moſt common, they are mixt, as many of the other kinds of 
Toadflax have them, either of two crimſons, or of a crimſon and white: but all this is 
little, and happens, in ſome degree, to many other Plants. This, from the ſame accidents 
of place, will have its Leaves ſometimes perfectly round, ſometimes oval, ſometimes 
narrow, and lanc'd ; ſo that an experienced eye alone would know it.

has allotted one Generic character and name to all of them. 


Tur accidents by which they differ, are repreſented here in the form of a Generic 
character, tho” not diſtinctly to be allowed as ſuch, nor ſeparated by a new Latin name: 
theſe characters are, the greater gaping of the mouth of the flower; and the want of 
a ſpur. The juſtice of denying theſe to form a diſtin Genus, will be allowed, on 
viewihg together the three Plates of Snapdragons; where the variations will be ſeen to 
die into one another, and to be reſolvable truly into the difference only of more, or 
leſs ; which never can be allowed a Generic diſtinction.

Tn1s drawing is from a very perfect ſpecimen, and very far removed from error, cr 
uncertainty ; but it does not agree with the ſpecimens I have ſcen at the Lord Petre's : 
they ſhewed a more pointed leaf, and a ſhorter, firmer, and erect ſpike of Flowers. 
Oa naming this to my honour'd patron, he was pleaſed to ſhew me a. figure of the 
Petræa, drawn by Plumier himſelf, and never yet publiſh'd : that drawing agreed with 
the Plant I firſt ſaw, not with this; and the difference ſeems ſpecific : but till more ſpe- 
cimens arrive, nothing can be determined.

Tuts is an Annual, native of Jamaica; a tall and very handſome Plant: it grows to a 
yard high, and flowers in July and Auguſt. The Stalk is of a faint greeniſh grey; the 
Leaves are of a very fine green; the Flowers are large, and of an elegant crimſon ; the 
Flowers in this Species ſtand upright, or horizontally ; but the Pods always hang down.

The Stalk is upright ; the Leaves are broad lanc'd, with ſmall Films at the 
baſe; the Pod is cyliadric, and hangs down; the Seeds are white, but 
colour'd black at the fear. 1 


TH1s is an Annual, native of Jamaica; a tall, handſome, and regularly growing 
Plant: it riſes to two foot and a half high, and flowers in June. The Stalk is of a ruſty 
green; the Leaves are of a fair freſh green; the Flowers are crimſon; the Seeds are 
ſingular, and of a beautiful white, with a black-eye. | 
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
